Their efforts, as usual; have met 
with scoffs from some, but with sympa- 
thy and encouragement from others. 
Meanwhile great uncertainty has existed 
anong tho people as to what tho Salva- 
tiuii Army really IB, and what it proposes 
to accomplish. To satisfy fcnriosity, and 
to net tho matter in its true light before 
the public, the following article is writ- 
ten. 
What, then, is the Salvation Army? 


What doos it seek to do? The "Salva- 
tionJArmy is a boay of earnest Christians 
mostly ot tho unlearned and common 
people, organized with some features of 
military life, having for its object the 
christianizing of the masses, using meth- 
ods peculiar ond somewhat sensational. 
To understand this organization it is 
necessary to remember tho three points 
o£ tho above definition: 
•

1. It is mainly composed of th« un- 


learned and common people. This state- 
mint, observe, argues nothing against it; 
tor, in this respect, it resembles every 
great evangelical movement of the Chris- 
tian era, John tho Baptist, than whom 
none of the prophets were greater, was 
an untutored son of the wilderness; 
Christ tras the son of Mary, a Jewish 
peasant and a carpenter by trade; all the 
disciples, save one, were "unlearned and 
ignorant men;" Christianity was 150 years 
old before the first convert of noblo 
blood was made; having previous to that 
time existed only among tho artisans and 
elavos.

jad the gospel preached unto thorn," was 
the greatest credential. It explains some 
ot the features o£ the Salvation Army to 
remember that it ia mainly composed o£ 
tho unlettered and common people, many 
o£ whom have drunk the dregs ot de- 
pravity, bnt it argues nothing against it. 


It aims to reach tbe masses. This our 


churches havo been failing to do for some 
ears past. A breach is made between 
lie churches and the masses and that 
jreach ia widening every day. 
But if 


hristianity fails to reach tbe masses with 
ho gospel, it fnils. 
The Salvation Army 


s making (in honest and harcalean effort 
o do just that work which the churches, 
s churches are not doing. 
Therefore its work lies outside the 
ecogniied province of the churches.
